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Cool Reception 
For October 
Town Meeting

While they do not oppose the concept of 
cluster development or ‘‘country estates’’ 
in Andover, the selectmen Monday night 
were cool towards former Selectman 
Sidney P. White’s request for a special Oc- 
tober town meeting. 

White would like to build what he called 
“country estates — Please don’t call them 
condominiums, they’re quite different’ — 
on more than 18 acres of pasture land at 
the corner of Argilla Road and Andover 
Street. 

However, all zones where multi-family 
housing is currently allowed in the town 
are now full, necessitating an amendment 
to the’ zoning bylaws, with town meeting 
approval. 

The former selectman would like the 
issue to be considered by a special fall 
town meeting, rather than wait for the an- 
nual town meeting next spring. 

He explained to the selectmen that a 
purchase and sale agreement he has sign- 
ed with developers Wynwood Associates, 
who would build the cluster development, 
expires at the end of this year. 

“T feel it’s extremely important to roll 
this thing along and let the town say yes or 
no,’’ White said. He added that he does not 
want to “‘continv® turning down decent 
offers (to build single family houses on the 
land) when it could be rejected next spring 
(by town meeting) anyway:”’ 

White said the cluster development, 


‘which would be similar to the East Street 


Condominiums in Lexington, would he ‘‘a 
great asset to the town and the 
neighborhood. I believe this is the most 
practical and profitable way to utilize this 
piece of land. 

‘This is the type of thing that makes 
assessors smile when it is done right — 
and you must understand that under no 
circumstances will this be a second-class 
job,’ White said. 

The former selectman said he is eager 
to see work on the development begin 
‘‘while I am able to oversee and criticize 
it, if necessary. I want to see something 
pretty special go down there — I want a 
memoriz! I can leave behind me and feel 
the job was well done. That’s very impor- 
tant to me.” 

Al Marino of Wynwood Associates added 
that the developer ‘‘can’t just hang there 


and wait for this — either we do this, or we . 


do something else.”’ 

Selectmen Chairman James Abramson 
noted that White would not require the 
selectmen’s approval to call a special 
town meeting, but needs only to collect 200 
signatures on a petition. 

Selectman Susan Poore took the 
strongest stance against holding a fall 
town meeting: ‘‘I am very much opposed 
to holding a single-issue town meeting,” 
she told White. ‘‘It becomes a somewhat 
vested interest town meeting.” 

Poore explained that the board last year 
decided to ‘‘dispense with’’ fall town 
meetings partly because they are expen- 
Sive, costing approximately $5,000. 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
the town has ‘‘no issues pending that could 
not be held until the spring — I am not 


aware of any town issue that would de- L 


mand a fall town meeting.’’ 
Selectmen Abramson, Norma Gammon 


and Jerry Silverman agreed that the town 


could be better prepared to deal with the 
zoning issue,and the townspeople more 
likely to approve it, if it is delayed until 
the spring. 

“I’m afraid the boards involved with the 
bylaw amendment’— the planning board, 
the conservation commission, the board of 
health — would not have enough time to 
pull all the facts together, enough to be 
able to say to the town, ‘Don’t worry about 
it,’ ’’ Gammon said. 

White’s plans for his land might well 
‘enhance the town,’’ Gammon said, ‘‘but 
it’s the next developer coming in after you 
that we have to worry about.” 

Silverman said he ‘‘liked the idea’’ of a

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Shannon, Hatem List Contributions 


Congressman James Shannon holds a 
lead over his opponent Robert Hatem in 
campaign contributions for the first six 
months of the year. according to filed 
campaign finance reports. 


Hatem. currently on leave from his posi- 
tion with Raytheon, is challenging the in- 
cumbent Shannon in the Fifth con- 
gressional district which includes An- 


dover. in the Sept. 16 Democratic 


primary. Shannon defeated Hatem and 
others in the primary two years ago. 

According to the reports filed, Shannon 
had received $54.490.25 campaign con- 
tributions during the first six months of 
the year. while Hatem had obtained $41,- 
955. 

The incumbent congressman listed ex- 
penses of $50,202.41 for the period, repor- 
ting a balance of $3.632.04. Hatem had a 
balance of $34.836.93 on the six-month 
report. . 

The Shannon report includes $37,245.25 
from individuals and $17,245 from 
Political Action Committees (PACs). 
Hatem lists all but $1,200 as coming from 
individuals.

Labor Day Weekend Safety 


Labor Day weekend — the traditional 
close of the summer season here in the 
Bay State, and for most Massachusetts 
residents, their last opportunity to get 
away with family and friends before settl- 
ing down again to school or work. 


Many Bay Staters will be driving during 
this three-day holiday period, which runs 
officially from 6 p.m. Friday, Aug. 29 to 
midnight Monday, Sept. 1. 

‘‘Labor Day is always one of the biggest 
driving holidays of the year,’’ points out 
Arthur D. Moriarty, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Safety Council. 

‘“‘This year, though gas is expensive, it is 
plentiful, and we expect literally millions 
of motor vehicles to be on our state’s 
highways.”’ 

Unfortunately, traffic fatalities over the 
78-hour period reflect the tragic aspects of 
this holiday. Last year, almost 700 people 
died on highways across the nation. Here 
in Massachusetts there were 13 deaths in 
1979. 

The Massachusetts Safety Council 
recommends the following safety 
precautions for a safe and enjoyable Labor 
Day weekend: 

Drivers, start and stop early when 
travelling. Try to reach your destination 
before dark. Driving at night is three to 


four times more dangerous than driving .

And don’t try to reach your 
favorite vacation spot on Friday night 
after a long work week when you’re tired 
and impatient. Why not get a fresh start on 
Saturday morning? 

If you're going to be driving for more 
than a couple of hours, make sure you pull 
over to the side of the road periodically to 
rest. stretch your legs, and change 
drivers.

Seventeen public water works 
employees completed a two day ‘‘Water 
Fluoridation Training Course”’ held in An- 
dover. The course was jointly sponsored 
by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health (MDPH). the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EPA), and the 
Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE). 

Fred barker. MDPH fluoridation 
engineer. said. “This course was part of 
the state's continuing efforts to ensure 
quality performance in fluoridating public 
water supplies."” He noted that the free 
session was open to all area 
Superintendents, managers, operators, 
and engineers involved or interested in 
Massachusetts water fluoridation.

Andover’s Tax Relief Committee, one of 
many the Municipal Association hopes will 
be formed all over the state, will study the 
question of property tax reform from An- 
dover’s perspective, propose alternatives 
to Proposition 2%, and lobby the state 
legislature.

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said the

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The school committee Tuesday night

At the same time, the adult lunches will 
go up from $1 to $1.20 at all elementary 
and secondary schools. 


Application 
For Grant 
Approved 


Selectmen Monday night authorized the 
application for state and federal grants to 
enlarge the Riverina Road pumping sta- 
tion, a project which may take up to eight 
years to complete. 


Their authorization followed an exten- 
Sive report on the project, compiled by the 
Department of Public Works. 


Director of Public Works Robert 
McQuade told selectmen that government 
grants will fund 90 percent of the $6 
million project, with 75 percent federal 
funding and 15 percent state funding. 


McQuade said the government's action 
on approving the grants may determine. 
how long the project will take, making it 
difficult for him to set a target date for 
completion of the pumping station. 


Selectman Susan Poore expressed the 
board’s concern that it now seems the 
pumping station project may take far 
longer than the town had originally an- 
ticipated.

He said Andover has always prided 
itself on breaking even or making a little 
on the lunch program, and that last year 
was the first year it didn’t — because of in- 
flation. 

“Tt isn’t prudent,’’ he said, ‘‘to operate 
the cafeteria at a loss.”’ bs 

The increases he said, should bring in an 
additional $54,000 income. Taking into con- 
sideration increased labor costs of about 
$14,000 this year, and last year’s loss of 
$18,000, that would leave $22,000 to cope 
with additional inflation and other un- 
known expenses, such as possible equip- 
ment repairs. 

Hopefully, Seifert said, there would be a 
surplus to add to the cafeteria’s revolving 
fund. 

While most school systems operate their 
cafeterias as a line item in the school 
budget, he said all Andover schools pay for 
is the cafeteria director’s salary. The 
lunch program here normally takes care 
of itself, he said, with major equipment 
coming out of the ee fund as 
necessary. 

That fund presently stands at about 
$100,000. 

In addition to inflation, Seifert said, 
another unknown is the amount of state 
and federal reimbursement or com- 
modities that might be forthcoming. 

Seifert said it costs 98 cents to put out a 
student lunch, with the state usually mak- 
ing up the difference between what the 
pupils pay and what it costs. He said the 
State tells them to charge 20 cents above 
cost for adult lunches. 


Committee John Eaton asked if he had 
any dialogue with senior citizens regar- 
ding the 20 cent increase. 

Seifert responded that every time they 
raise the price they lose a few senior 
citizen customers, ‘‘even for the sake of 15 
or 20 cents.”’ 

He said they serve from 100 to 125 senior

Thunderstorms Discussed At Museum 


What is the safest place to wait out a 
thunder-and-lightning storm? 

In this season of frequent 
thunderstorms, visitors at Boston’s 
Museum of Science ask that question more 
often than any other during the Museum’s 
demonstrations of electricity. 


Museum lecturers say the answer is a 
car — but not because of its rubber tires. 

Instead, the car’s metal sheathing 
allows the electric charges in a lightning 
bolt to run harmlessly down the outside 
and into the ground. 

Unless a house is isolated on a high piece 
of ground, it is also relatively safe, the lec- 
turers say. Of course a lightning rod that 
is grounded will keep the electric charges 
on the outside of the house, flowing down

the wires to the ground. 

During the Museum demonstration of 
15-foot sparks from a gigantic Van de 
Graaff generator, visitors see why stan- 
ding under a tree is the worst place to be 
in a storm. Lightning seeks a tall object as 
a quick conductor to the ground. Anything 
that stands out. such as a single tree or a 
person standing in a field, is likely to 
become the conductor. 


The reason lightning is drawn to the 
ground is that negative charges of elec- 
tricity bursting out of storm clouds are at- 
tracted to positive charges in the earth, 
where a balance of negative and positive 
charges is maintained. 

Flashes of lightning mark the move- 
ment of electric charges through the air, 
which glows from the heat of their 
passage. The heated air expands ex- 
plosively to produce the sound waves iden-

New Bishop Named 


On Sept. 1, United Methodists in Maine, 
New Hampshire. and Southern New 
England Conferences welcome a new 
bishop. Ballard Vale United Church is a 
member of the conference. 


Bishop George W. Bashore was elected 
July 17 by United Methodists from Maine 
to West Virginia who attended the 1980 
Northeastern Jurisdictional Conference at 
Selingrove. Pa. The Jurisdiction assigned 
him to succeed the retiring Bishop 
Edward G. Carroll. 

Bishop Bashore, a native of Lancaster, 
Pa.. had been endorsed by the Eastern 
Pennsylvania Conference. For the past 
year, he has been pastor of First UMC, 
Lancaster, where he was appointed after 
six years as superintendent of the 
Lebanon-Reading District. 

A thumbnail sketch of the new bishop: 

— Bishop Bashore’s ‘‘highest interest”’ 
is the local parish. He is convinced of the 
interrelatedness of ‘‘internal nurture and 
external witness’’, and thinks that exciting 
worship is the key to improving both. 
‘‘Worship should reflect the Suffering and 
joy of a people in mission,” he says, and 
that will mean diversity of expression in 
language. culture, and artistic form. 


— He is deeply committed to education 
of clergy and laity, and points to a church- 
wide ‘‘hunger for deepened understanding 
of the faith."’ He wants the goal of biblical 
and theological study to be ‘‘a theological 
rationale for everything we do.’’ Bishop 
Bashore would like: to motivate frequent 
faith dialogue all around the Area, and he 
stresses. ‘‘I would want to be very much 
involved. sharing my own struggles.”’ 


— Bishop Bashore feels that social ac- 
tion. worship, and knowledge of the faith 
all go hand-in-hand. ‘‘The 80’s will be a key 
time to see if indepth study will help us 
reach out and confront the evil in society,” 
he says. ‘‘but ‘motivation to social action’ 
won't do it. The ‘motivation’ comes while 
you're out there working.”’ 

Bishop Bashore’s own social involve- 
ment includes much interracial ex- 
perience: initiator of an inner city 
ministry in Reading, Pa.; the human 
relations council of the Reading School 
District; and the Model Cities Advisory 
Board. But he is reluctant to comment yet 
about Boston’s racial tensions until he has 
learned more about them. ‘‘You can’t 
necessarily translate solutions from one 


setting to another,”’ he says.

He ‘Jumped’ To California

When Tom Lutz, 13, of 8 Chatham Road 
entered the ARCO Jesse Owens track and 
field competition for the second time this 
year, he decided to try his luck at the long 
jurap event. 

That decision eventually paid off in a 
four-day, all-expense-paid trip to Los 
Angeles. where the young athlete com- 
peted in the Jesse Owens National Cham- 
pionship Games. 

Lutz won the chance to compete in Los 
Angeles — along with a gold medal — by 
placing first in the long jump event for 
boys 12 and 13 during the Regional Cham- 
pionship meet. 

At that meet, held in Boston on July 23, 
his winning jump measured 15 feet, 9 in- 
ches. 

The Jesse Owens Games were 
developed by the Atlantic Richfield Com- 
pany and the late Olympic track star in 
1965 to give ‘‘playground athletes’’ an op- 
portunity to compete in running, jumping 
and throwing events. 

The games are held in 14 cities across 
the nation, including Boston. Boys and 
girls in three age groups (10 and 11, 12, and 
13. and 14 and 15) compete in such events 
as the 50-yard dash, 440-yard run, hardball 
throw, running high jump, and running 
long jump. Each youngster may compete 
in one event only.

Lutz was one of 36 youngsters who 
travelled with chaperones to Los Angeles, 
representing the Eastern Region. There, 
they competed against youngsters from 
all over the country. 

‘‘T was really excited about the trip to L. 
A..”’ Lutz says. “It was my first time on a 
plane. and I was looking forward to it a lot 
— I couldn’t wait.”’ 

He adds, however, that his family 
‘‘seemed more excited than I did.’’ Lutz is 
the son of Mary and Thomas Lutz, and the 
brother of John, 10, Sue, 14, and Karen, 17.

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Fall Is A Time 
For Foliage 


While we can understand and be sympathetic toward 
Sidney P. White’s desire to have a Fall town meeting 
this October, in order to provide condominium bylaws, 
our leanings are more toward putting the matter off to a 
full annual town meeting agenda in the Spring. 

Mr. White of course would like to dispose of his 
property holdings in the most beneficial manner, not 
just to himself, but for what he thinks the town might 
find proper development of the Andover street — 
Argilla Road acreage. 

He has an offer by a developer to build condominiums 
of high quality on the land at that corner, and the option 
runs until the end of the year. 

Thus White is naturally interested in having the town 
adopt some condominium bylaws and place such regula- 
tion on his property through town meeting action. 

For many years a town bylaw dictated that a special 
town meeting would be called annually in October. 
There was a time when business of the community 
demanded such attention. Time schedules for such 
things as school construction mandated that the voters 
return in the fall to approve planning or construction 
funds for specific projects. 

In more recent years, unless pestiferous canines were 
smashing garbage bags, or mosquitoes had fattened 
themiselves on Andover flesh during the summer, there 
was little interest in fall town meeting issues. 

Beyond the possibility of the condominiums issue, 
there doesn’t appear to be anything on the horizon to 
command the calling of a special session this Fall. 

That a Fall session will not be called by selectmen is 
still unsure, but leanings, at the moment are that the 
October session will be bypassed. The board will be tak- 
ing advantage of a recently enacted bylaw which 
removed the necessity of calling the annual Fall session 
unless absolutely necessary. 

This pf course, does not prevent White from petition- 
ing for such a session, just as any citizen of the town 


could do at any time of the year, should a particular 
issue or item be important to the individual. 

White’s concern, of course, is the Dec. 31 option 
deadline for sale of the property to the prospective con- 
dominium developer. 

The condo proposal is the second attempt by White to 
see something substantial placed on the property in 
what he considers to be something beneficial to the 
town which he has served in varying capacities. The 
first proposal, of course was for the sale of the land to 
the U. S. Postal Service for construction of a new dis- 
tribution facility for the town and the area. That 
proposal got so much flack from town officials and 
other groups that the postal authorities withdrew their 
offer and the land has remained undeveloped. 

While cognizant of the time element as far as the op- 
tion is concerned, it would seem if the land is advan- 
tageous to the developer now, it will be no less valuable 
after an annual town meeting next Spring, thus an ex- 
tension of the agreement would be in order. 

To properly draw up a condominium bylaw, sufficient 
time should be allowed to provide adequate protection 
for all parts of the town and not regulations aimed at 
the specific parcel of property. 

Adequate planning would seem to require more than a 
month’s time, which is about all that would be allowed, 
should the matter be presented to an October town 
meeting. 

The planning board is already faced with a heavy 
agenda with normal activity, plus sifting through 
suggestions offered by the League of Women Voters. 

It would seem, then, that getting an agreement 
between White and the developer to wait would seem to 
be in order, if at all possible. Such a proposal would 
Stand a fairer chance in the Spring and get the attention 
it deserves. October seems better destined to viewing 
the foliage than attention to the democratic process 
known as special town meetings.

WASHINGTON -- Perhaps 
the most entertaining televi- 
sion show in the country can 
be found on the ABSCAM 
videotapes. They reveal con- 
gressmen in the act of tak- 
ing bribes from bagmen who 
are really undercover 
agents engaged in the FBI’s 
most celebrated ‘‘sting’’ 
operation. 

Most of the videotapes are 
still under seal by the 
courts, but we’ve managed 
to review them. One scene in 
particular sets the tone of 
the entire ABSCAM opera- 
tion. 

The FBI agents used a 55- 
year-old con man as their 
lure. He is Mel Weinberg, a 
gravel-voiced, street-wise 
character straight out of a 
Damon Runyon novel. One 
of Weinberg’s contacts was 
Joe Silvestri, a big, beefy 
man with solid political 
connections. 

Weinberg offered Silvestri 
a $5 million finder’s fee for 
helping to line up some pow- 
erful poltcians who might 
be willing to trade favors for 
cash. “You give me $5 
million,” responded Silvestri 
eagerly, ‘‘and I'll kiss your 
bottom in Macy’s.” 

Silvestri started off 
modestly. He suggested cor- 
rupting the mayors of sever- 
al New Jersey cities, includ- 
ing Newark, Paterson, 
Jersey City and Hoboken. 

Weinberg apparently 
doesn’t often venture beyond 
Manhattan, so he inquired:

‘“‘Where’s Hoboken?”’ Silves- 
tri explained: ‘‘That’s where 
Frank Sinatra came from.” 
Then Weinberg and Silvestri 
started discussing a plan to 
bribe the mayor of Hoboken 
-- solely on the basis that he 
was the mayor of the town 
that Sinatra hailed from. 

Gradually, Silvestri got 
bolder. Soon he was offering 
to deliver up House Speaker 
Thomas ‘Tip’ O’Neill, D- 
Mass. Then Silvestri came 
up with the topper. “Let me 
ask you something,” he said. 
“You guys want to make 
contact with Ted Kennedy?” 

Silvestri warned that the 
price would be high. “That'll 
be a quarter of a million,” 
he said. 

Of course, Silvestri could 
not produce either O’Neill or 
Kennedy. But he was able to 
entice some _ lesser-known 
members of Congress to 
accept the bribes.

Horses Have 
Right Of Way 


With the horse population in 
Massachusetts in excess of 6,000 animals, 
Registrar Richard E. McLaughlin has 
issued a warning to motorists that horses 
have the right of way over the motor vehi- 
cle. 

‘Every person operating a motor vehi- 
cle must bring the vehicle to a complete 
stop when approaching a horse if the 
animal appears to be frightened, or if the 
person in charge of the animal signals the 
motorist to do so,’’ Registrar McLaughlin 
said. 


“‘T am remindiong motorists of this law, 


which has been in existence for nearly 


three-quarters of a century, because of the 
increase in the horse population, and 
because in Summer riders are using roads 
to get to horse trails. Moreover, some 
farmers are returning to horse-power to 
work their farms.” 

Offenders are subject to a fine of $25 for 
the first offense, up to $50 for the second, 
and up to $100 for the third, McLaughlin 
said. as well as having their license 
suspended.

Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. Seifert told 
the school committee Tuesday night he 
doesn't believe there is any ‘‘general 
abuse” of sick days by Andover teachers. 


Seifert said he had looked over the one- 
day absences for 1979-80. particularly 
closely at Mondays and Fridays and the 
day before or after vacations. 


‘IT can say to you that there are so few 
teachers who have that kind of a 


inention when you consider the number of 
faculty members we’re dealing with.”’ 

He had also looked at total absences, 
and found the average days off per teacher 
to be slightly below the average of seven 
he found when they did this kind of review 
a few years ago. 

At the July school committee meeting, 
Seifert had reported finding no abuse of 
the teachers’ ‘‘personal days”’ off. 

By contract. they are allowed two per- 
sonal days a year. plus 15 sick days,

though one of the sick days goes into a pool 
for people who have extended illnesses 
beyond their accumulated time. They can 
accumulate sick days up to a total of 180. 

Seifert said last month that the usage of 
personal days was evenly distributed 
throughout the system and that no school 
had used the maximum allowed. 

School Chairman Elaione Viehmann 
called Tuesday night's report ‘‘a very good 
reflection of the kind of professionalism

cluster development, but told White he 
would have ‘“‘more difficulty pushing it in 
October than in the spring.” 

The selectman said he was concerned 
that the town is being presented a case of 
“either we do it now or we lose it. I can 
tell you, this town doesh’t like to be 
pressured,” said Silverman. ‘‘Their reac- 
tion is going to be, someone is holding us 
up.” 

Added Abramson, ‘‘Obviously there can 
be a fall town meeting (if White collects 
200 signatures.) But you must also 
calculate your chances of winning at a 
smaller town meeting — you might have a 
better shot in the spring.” 

Selectman Edward Harris said he is 
‘‘very much in favor of townhouses.”’ “I 
feel such a thing as this is badly needed in 
Andover,’’ he said. ‘‘The older people in 
this town are moving out because there is 
no place for them to go.”’ 

Harris added that ‘‘whatever is 


necessary to be done (zoning bylaw 
amendments), I’d be in favor of.”’ 
Poore suggested that if White and 
Wynwood Associates ‘‘are aS anxious to 
convince the people as you seem to be, I 
cannot see the problem in waiting for the 
annual town meeting. I question the 


wisdom of bringing up such a dramatic * 


change in zoning at a fall town meeting.”’ 

According to Director of Community 
Development and Planning Rhys Kear, 
that department is currently studying the 
alternatives for amending the multi- 
family housing bylaw. 

One alternative under study is that of a 
planned residential development district 


-to allow cluster developments, Kear said. 


Such zoning would permit ‘‘a more flexi- 
ble design concept incorporating a variety 
of density levels on the same piece of 


property.” 


The Community Development report 
will be presented to the Planning Board by 
mid-September, Kear said.

Commissioner Frank J. Trabucco of 
Public Safety has said that state police 
will monitor various rest areas where 
there is a high rate of motorists disposing 
of household and commercial garbage.

An added measure 
to the law includes a possible seven day 
suspension of a motorist’s license by the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles,

police in the state’s southeastern area has 
reduced litter along highways as violators 
have been cited and paid the fine. Also, 
patroling has sustained rest area con- 
tainers for. intended use, travel trash.
